THE history of the robbery of the 


Manhattan Savings Bank, in New York 
City, shows that there was a strange 
lack of foresight on the part of the man- 
ager*, in the adoption of the ordinary 
precautions employed by banks, to pre- 
vent the success of burglars. The very 
faet that the janitor of the building was 
entrusted with the secret of the combi- 
nation by which the vault could be 
opened, was, to *ay the least, citremely 
unwise. 
The bank officers had neglect- 


ed to provide their vaults with 'time 
look*, and in faet seem to have scorned 
all tbe ordinary mean* employed to pro- 
vent robbery. A reporter of the New 
York Worftl has, since the robbery, been 
interviewing the officers of other bank- 
ing institution*, and a* a result conclude* 
that the Manhattan Bank was probably 
the only one in the city where such a 
raid could have been successfully made. 
All the other banks seem to have adopt- 
ed a system that render* their deposit- 
on aafe. 
The German Savings Bank, 


however, seems to have beaton all the 
nit in the 'adoption of precautionary 
neaenm. At this bank two watchmen 
are looked in the bank, between the 
hoar* of opening for business in the 
morning ana closing at night, and they 
are required to look into tbe vault every 
thirty minutes, and this action on their 
part witb the time is automatically re- 
corded. When the vault* are locked, 
the presence of seven persona, each the 
tole poseeuor of a combination, is nec- 
eotary to open them, and the doors are 
connected witb two sets of burglar 
alarms. In addition, two armed watch- 
•en are kept on guard through the 
night, and a savage dog is kept in the 
building. The Manhattan robbery was 
either connived at by some of th? offi- 
cial*, or they were too careless and in- 
different t3 adopt measures that have 
keen found necessary in all other bank 
ing institutions.

beautiful pioturcs. In fact everything 
about the house, both in and outHidc, 
was very tastefully arranged.

two weeks ago she complained of being 
sick, and wits attended by the post 
surgeon, Dr. 
Wolvcston. She «rcw 


worse, however, from tho first, and on 
yesterday moining, the 30th inst., at 
5 o'clock, died. Before dying, however, 
on the 29th inst., she intimated to one 
of tho visitors present that she desired 
to see tho priest; that she had some- 
thing of a grave nature to reveal before 
she died.

THE history of the robbery of the 


Manhattan Savings Bunk, in New York 
City, shows that there wu * strange 
lack of foresight on the part of the man- 
agers, in the adoption of the ordinary 
precautions employed by banks, to pre- 
vent the raooess of burglars. The very 
f»et that the janitor of the building was 
entrusted with the secret of the combi- 
nation by which the vault could be 
opened, waa, to say the least, citremely 
unwise. The bank officers had neglect- 
ed to provide their vaults with 'time 
looks, and in faet seem to have scorned 
all tbe ordinary means employed to pro- 
Tent robbery. A reporter of the New 
York Worftl his, since the robbery, been 
interviewing the officer* of other bank- 
ing institution*, and a* a result conclude* 
that the Manhattan Bank waa probably 
the only one in the eity where such a 
raid could have been successfully made. 
All the other banks seem to have adopt- 
ed a system that renders their deposit- 
ors safe. The German Savings Bank, 
however, seeps to have beaton all the 
rest in the 'adoption of precautionary 
measures. At this bank two watchmen 
are looked in the bank, between the 
hoars of opening far business in tlie 
morning ana closing at night, and they 
are required to look into the vault every 
thirty minutes, and this action on their 
part with the time ia automatically re- 
corded. When the vaults are locked, 
tho presence of seven persons, each the 
sole possessor of a combination, is nec- 
essary to open them, and the doors are 
connected with two nets of burglar 
alarms. In addition, two armed watch- 
men are kept on guard through the 
night, and a savage dog is kept io the 
building. The Manhattan robbery was 
either connived at by some of th; offi- 
cial*, or they were too careless and in- 
different t3 adopt measures that have 
been found necessary in all other bank 
ing institutions.
